Australian Women's Votetirowlng 

An Australian newspaper tells 
of some curious fact- shown by the 
new electoral rolls of South Austra- 
lia. The number of men on the 
rolls has shrunk, in a little over 
three years, from 83,640 to 7o,767, 
<>n the other hand the women voters 
have increased during the same 
per iod I mm <>8,375 to 71,<>82. In the 
three chief metropolitan districts 
tbe^men voters have dropped from 
36,587 to 30,4X4, a reduction of 
nearly l.per c. , t. Women voters 
in the Male districts have slightly 
increased their numbers, and now 
count no leas than 32.8'Jl. The 
women seem to be growing more 
cou>c entious in the fulfillment ol 
their political duties, and the men 
more careless These fifiure-, il 
authentic, are an interesting com- 
entary on the oft heard prediction 
that if women were given the ballot 
they would not take the troubleto 
•ise it. 

When equal suffrage was grant- 
d in New Zealand, the estimated 
lumber Qof adult women in tha 
country was 139,915. Of these 109,« 
4(>1 registeied to vote. Of the wo- 
men who registered, 83 per cent, 
voted: of the men who registered, 
only 07 per cent. 

According to the report of the 
Wyoming Secretary of State, 90 per 
cent, of the women voted. In Den-

The Cumberland Telephone Co. 
which refused to bid on the fran- 
chise said under the order of the 
Council July 24, played the card it 
had up its sleeve at a special meet- 
ing of the council Tuesday night. 

It secured the adoption of an or- 
dinance prepared by itself, fixing 
itR own prices at the present high 
rates and practically extending its 
expired exclusive franchise indefin- 
itely. without the formality of a sale 
and with no consideration whatev 
er. By refusing to admit competi- 
tion and renewing the exclusive 
franchise that expired August 2,the 
council handed the people over to 
the tender mercies of a 
corporation that has exacted 
exorbitant prices for obsolete 
instruments and indifferent serv- 
ice. The only conditions granted 
by the company receiving this val- 
uable donation are that it promises 
within 12 months to replace the old 
and out-of-date instruments with 
new ones, to reduce party lines in- 
side the city to two to the line and 
bind itself not to increase its rates 
beyond the present figures, which 
are now 50c to $1 higher per phone, 
than the new company represented 
by J. E. Mott accepted as its maxi- 
mum charges.
